village. 

Madoc and the surround- 
ing areas appeared in many 
respects to»have a good 
year. There certainly were 
controversies, but when all 
was said and done, the 
communities seemed to 
come together and support 
each other in a way that has 
been lacking for many 
years. Yes, we tightened 
our belts,. but we also 
tightened our ties as 4a 
community and we'll need 
these newfound ties as we 
continue into the new year. 


Election ’80 


The first two months of 
1980 saw the nation plunged 
into its second federal 
election in a very short 
period and, while our local 
candidates finished in the 
same order as the previous 
election, the margins were 
significantly closer and the 
national trend reversed 
itself completely, giving the 
Liberals a majority over the 
next four years. 

Progressive Conservative 
M.P. Bill Vankoughnet 

as the eventual 
winner of the local contest 
but his margin of victory 


dropped from a 5,500 . 


plurality to just 1,110 votes

In the local munici- 
pal elections, one council 
remained almost untouched 
with only one new face, 
another saw one new face 
and several old faces in new 
positions and another coun- 
cil changed from top to 
bottom. 

The only newcomer. at 
Madoc Township Council 
was Mary (Mrs. Gord) 
Pigden wha, beat Maurice 
Goulah, who was secking 
his second consecutive term 
on that council. John Irwin 
was acclaimed as Reeve as 
was Harold Harris for 
Deputy-reeve. Mike Haley

Former Deputy-Reeve Daryl 


Kyamp failed to submit his 
nomination for that position 
but later let his nomination 
for councillor stand. Coun- 
cillor Terry Pigd@n joined 
Mr, Kramp in his successful 
bid for a councillor position. 
Clifford (Buck) Carswell 
surprised no one by leading 
the polls in the election to 
take the third and final 
coucnil position. 

Huntingdon Council saw 
the fiercest battle among its 
candidates for positions 
on council with three brand 
new faces appearing after 
the elections while two old 
faces turned up in new 
positions, Glenn Franks 
won the-Reeve's position by 
acclamation and Former 
councillor Ted Pollock 
moved up to the Deputy- 
reeve's chair, also by 
acclamation. Mr. Ross 
Twiddy did not geek re- 
election to Huntingdon 
Council while former 
councillor Agnes Thompson 
lost her bid to return to 
council in the five-way 
battle for the three. re- 
maining council positions. 
Walton Reid led the polls 
followed by Owen Ketche- 
son and Ken Yarrow, who 
defeated Mrs. Thompson 
for the last position by only 
six votes. 


Politics 


Politics played a large 
part in the news of 1980 as 
the Madoc Village council 
continued to have its pro- 
blems between the various 
members of council. Open 
warfare seemed to be a part 
of many council meetings 
within the village with 
political affiliations ap- 
parently at the bottom of the 
conflicts although these 
petty squabbles did taper 
off as the year drew to an 
end. 

The political problems, 
however, were not confined 
to the village council. Rifts 
between Madoc Village 
council and Madoc Town- 
ship council became ap- 
parent early in the year 
when Wilfred L. Smith's 


house burned to the ground ; 


and the Madoc Township 
Fire Department felt that 
the house could have been 
saved had the Madoc 
Village Fire 
answered 
assistance. A bitter contro- 
vercy followed this state- 
to exist throughout the year, 
with the final result that 
Madoc Township is now 
secking its own fire depart- 
ment and Huntingdon 
Ti continues to move 
toward a similar setup. At 
least part of this problem 
was created by a lack of 
communication between 


Department 
their call for 


these two departments, a 
situation which seems to 
have worsened as the year 
progressed. 

Huntingdon council also 
had its share of excitement 
towards the end of the year 
as the proposed Thompson 
Drain drew its’ share of 
criticism from local rate- 
payers who felt the drain 
benefits did not equal the 
assessments levied at some 
of the people involved. A 
meeting held in November, 
which saw neighbours 
arguing with neighbours, 
culminated in everyone 
involved re-assessing the 
situation with some. give 
and take on all sides. This 
problem has not been 
solved to this point but ‘it 
does appear that people are 
willing to listen to the other 
side's story a little more 
than they wanted to prior to 
the November meeting. 

Arsenic 

“Arsenic continued to be a 
concern as the Ministry of 
the Environment com- 
missioned a study to come 
up with methods of cleaning 
up the site. The result was a 
report, still not released, 
which, according to ministry 


officials offers choices of a 
complete clean-up and re- 
habilitation of the site or 
simply upgrading 
facilities until they can 
properly handle the arsenic 
leaking into the Moira 
River. There was also 
ion that a market 
had been found for some of 
‘the waste at Deloro, but 
aothing definite has come of 
it yet. Arsenic will probably 
be in the news in 1981, 
too and 1982, and.... 


METHANOL 


Energy was a national 
issue in 1980 and local 
Liberals tried to make it an 
issue locally particularly in 
the federal election. One of 
the highpoints of the debate 
came when Madoc village 
council tried to get Hastings 
County Council to ask the 
Ontario government to lo- 
cate one of its experimental 


methanol plants in Hastings © 


County. Local M.P.P. Clark 
Rollins quashed that, saying 
Hastings was not a suitable 
local for such a plant and 
County Council went along: 
later Ontario Government

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amounts of very warm rain. 
In a very short time, 
streams were flowing at 
capacity. carrying —arge 
chunks of ice through our 
system that eventually piled 
up wherever there was 2 
restriction in flow, resulting 
in flooding that seemed to 
peak during the night.

The dam at O'Har- 
a's Mill withstood the fury 
of the storm and held back 
some of the water and both 
during the day and during 
the night but, just as quickly 
as it came, the waters began 
to recede the next morning. 
Heavy flood damage was @ 
by-product of the flooding 
though, both in the village 
and in the townships as 
roads were completely 
washed out throughout the 
district.

Chamber of Commerce was 


also experiencing hard 


times during the spring. 
There did not appear to be 
enough interested people 
to fill the slate of officers for 
the new year and, at one 


point, it appeared that the 


Chamber would cease to 


function after only one year. 
While the elections were 
held later than originally 
scheduled, the slate of 
officers was filled with Mr. 
Adam Godfrey taking over 
as the new president. Once 
this original hurdle had 
been overcome, the Cham- 
ber continued to battle the 
apathy that seemed to be its 
loot and, while still not in 
great financial shape by the 
end of the year, it had 
proved that a little co-oper- 
ation on the part of the 
members, the business 
community and all other 
interested people, could 
lead to some very successful 
events within the area. 


It appeared at one time as ~

ware.

Externally, 
they made use of the leaves 
as a poultice for skin rash.

temptuously referred to as a 
weed, 1 hope in future, 
when you see it along the 
roadsides, you will look 
upon it with new respect; 
and, if you have to pull it out 
of your lawns or gardens 
where it does not belong, do 
it with love, considering its 
long history, its curative 
aspect, and its use in 
promoting health of the soil. 

St. John’s mt is a 
rather insignificant herb 
which grows freely in 
woods, along the borders of 
fields and meadows, both in 
the shade and sun. It grows 
plentifully on the road into 
our cottage at the north end 
of the lake. It has upright, 
hard round stalks about two 
feet high, many spreading 
branches extending up- 
wards from the sides, and 
numerous narrow, dark 
green leaves that are full of 
tiny holes, which can only 
be discerned when they are 
held up to the light. At the 
top of the branches stand 
many bright yellow flowers 
of five leaves, and a centre 
piece with numerous golden 
yellow threads, which on 
bruising yield a reddish 
purple juice like blood. 
staining the fingers from an 
abundance of coloured es 
sential oil 

Superstitions have been 
attached to this plant from 
ancient times. The botanical 
name. “Hypericum” is of 
Greek derivation, and 
means “‘over an apparition” 
for in the olden days the 
people believed evil spirits 
hated this plant so much 
that even a mere whiff of it 
would send them flying. 

The medicinal parts used 
are the tops and flowets. An 
old custom of our Indians 
was to dry Hypericum and, 
use it as a meal, as they did 
Acorn. They were also 
known to eat the fresh 
leaves for their soothing 


effect. 

St. John's Wort was at 
one time found in almost 
every country household. It 
was used, among other 
things, for the treatment of 
diarrhea. bronchitis, 
worms, jaundice, sup- 
pressed urine, and menstru- 
al irregularities. It was also 
a family remedy for correct- 
ing bed-wetting. 

Dr. Dorothy Shepherd, an 
internationally’ known 
Homeopathis physician, de- 
scribes St. John's Wort as a 
wonderful wound herb: ‘It 
is a remedy for lacerated 
wounds, for injuries to 
nerves and parts richly 
supplied with nerves, such 
as fingers and -t es; for 
bruising of the spinal cord 
due to jars and falls. It acts 
dramatically in neuritis, 
following wounds from 
splinters, in bites from 
animals, dogs, horses, rats, 
etc., and wounds caused by 
treading on pins and rusty 
nails.

To some 
extent, this use has been 
substantiated by modern 
research. Extracts of the 
ripe fruits, blossoms. seed 
pods, leaves and stems have 
been found to have antibio- 
tic properties.

By the time you get your 
spring flowers home, chances 
are they will be slightly wilted. 
To revive they must be “*hard- 
ened,”’ which simply means in- 
fused with water until stems be- 
come firm. 

Remove one half inch from 
each stem, cutting on a slant 
with a sharp knife. Then wrap 
stems and blossoms in wax 
paper. Daffodils should be 
wrapped up to but not including 
the flower heads. Wrap stems 
tightly to keep them straight. 

Place cut blooms in a deep 
bucket of tepid water to stand in 
a cool place for three to six 
hours. 

Harden daffodils separately 


Daffodils must be hardened 
separately because they exude a 
substance toxic to other flowers. 
Afterwards, however, they can 
be arranged in fresh water with 
tulips, hyacinths and other 
flowers without any harm. 

The trick to a successful ar- 
rangement of spring flowers is 
to begin with an overall design 
in mind. Cut stems to various 
heights to create a triangle, oval 
or circle. The vase should be 
roughly one-third the height of 


the tallest flower. 

Spring flowers bloom in so 
many colors that you should 
have no difficulty finding com- 
binations that complement each 
other and your decor. Choose an 
assortment of darks and lights 
for value contrast.

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Since gasoline and oil 
prices have skyrocketed 
over the past few years, we 
have been hearing more and 
more about alternate fuels. 
Alcohol, methanol, hydro- 
gen are but a few of these 
alternatives and, while they 
seem to be the answers for 
some countries, they have 
not yet taken a hold in 
Canada to any significant 
degree. While these alter- 
nate fuels have come into 
promimence over the past 
five years, there is yet 
another alternative that has 
been tested over the past 
twenty years even by 
enterprising individuals in 
our own area. That fuel is 
propane, sometimes de- 
scribed as a “‘junk’’ fuel, 
but which is now being 
touted by many as the only 
real alternative at this time 
in Canada. Over the next 
five years, we expect that 
you will see more and more 
propane tanks springing up 
across the country and 
you're going to see them 
offered in new cars, at least 
in the form of conversion 
kits, even before that. 


Don't get us wrong 
though! According to the 
expert, propane is not the 
answer for ‘the everyday 
car-owner at this point. At 
the present time, it is being 
recommended for fleet us- 
ers only or those people 
who drive in a preseribed 
area for the majority of their 
driving. 

Why has propane leapt 
to the front of the class as 
far as alternate fuels are 
concerned? It hasn't really, 
but it has been one of the 
alternatives that have re- 
ceived extensive study and 
which is even now being 
used in many areas of the 
country. And it's an esta- 
blished fuel while many of 
the others are still un- 
knowns without an ¢sta- 
blished system and some- 
times, as in the case of 
alcohol, not even legalized. 

There are many reasons 
for propane being a viable 
alternative to gasoline, the 
main one being that it is 
cheaper by about 50 cents 


to the gallon at present ° 


prices and we are told that it 
will continue to stay at that

Yes, but how much. does 
it cost to convert a car to 
propane, . you ask? The 
present cost is figured to be 
about $1,500, but there are 
several side benefits from 
converting to propane that 
make this price easier to live 
with.

to a conservative estimate 
by Gary Dulmage of Inter 
City Gas, a trucker who uses

car. Then, on the purchase 
of a new, converted car, the 
federal government will pay 
a rebate of $400, according 
to one of our sources. 
There are still more 
reasons to convert to pro- 
pane. Longer life for oil, 
spark plugs and engines 
add to your savings because 
of cleaner burning on the 
part of propane. -Higher 
efficiency is another by-pro- 
duct. You can go the same 
distance . and use fewer 
BTUs to do it. It's also a 
more secure fuel as esti- 
mates have shdwn that, by 
1995, Canada will have to 
import 40 percent of its oil 
from less reliable foreign 
sources. Currently, Canada 
produces 150,000 barrels of 
ropane a day uses only 
half of that ume. The 
other half is exported: 
Because propane burns 
cleaner than gasoline, you 
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a propane carburetor. 
Now you're probably 
thinking about the Missis- 
sauga train derailment and 
asking about safety. While 


. there aren't any Canadian 


tests that we know of 
comparing the safety of a 
propane tank to a gasoline 
tank, there have been tests 
done in other countries. 
These tests showed the 
propane tanks to be safer, if 
anything, than gasoline 


- tanks. The tanks themselves 


are another reason to 
consider propane. While 
most propane tanks pre- 
sently used are made in the 
United States, ICG feels 
that they can design and 
build in Canada an even 
tank.

So far, we've only 
touched gh the good points 
of propane, which we will 
expound on next week. As 
we said at the start of this 
article; is not for 
everyone at this time and it 
does have some drawbacks 
that must be considered.

propane for really heavy 
trucks or tractors, forget it! 
Even a company like ICG 
will tell you that diesel fuel 
is still your best alternative, 
although they feel any 
anormal sized truck or tractor 


ran be run efficiently by, 


propane. 

Another major problem 
according to some sources is 
that there just aren't ¢- 
nough propane dealers at 
this time for propane to be 
viable for the everyday 
driver. That point may 
also be moot, as we will 
attempt to prove at a later 
time. If you attempt to solve 
this problem by using both 
propane and gasoline, you 
are going against all recom- 
mendations and will proba- 
bly be creating more pro- 
blems than you solve. Dual 
consumption is definitely 
out. 

We've talked about pro- 
pane tanks being safer than 
gasoline, but the tanks 
chemselves create @ pro- 
blem. To this point, not a 
lot of research has been 
done on the design of tanks 
for the everyday vehicle. 
Propane tanks are presently 
made for specific jobs and 
are just not appropriate for 
installation on cars because 
of their bulkiness. However, 
work is now being done to 
rectify that problem and, 
while you may have to 
sacrifice some load space, it 
is believed this sacrifice 
won't be substantial. 

Now,’ down to the nitty 
gritty. There does scem to 
be a problem maintaining a 
cold idle with propane, 
which could have been a 
-eal problem over the past 
few days. So far we haven't 
1eard too much about how 

ropane runs or works in 
extremely cold weather, but 
we'll be asking more ques- 
tions this week and hopeful- 
ly answering them for you in 
our next article. The cold 
idle problem apparently can 
be solved by installing an 
idle switch. 

We also heardithere was 
‘a problem wich propane 
burning valves in vehicles 
but, to this point, that 
problem seems to have been 
solved since 1978. when car 
manufacturers. began de- 
signing engines so ‘they 
could take alternate fuels. 
Engine materials are now 
supposed to be able to cope 
with this problem but that 
information is subject to 
question at this point. 

If you keep your eyes 
open, you will see that 
propane is more common 
today than it has been for 
some time. Service stations 
and car dealers all over 
Canada are giving you the 
propane alternative and 
you'll even see propane 
running such machines

Farm women are starting 
recognition from 
society for the role they play 
in agriculture. Not c- 
nough recognition, mind 
you, but attitudes are 
changing. 1 know of hun- 
dreds of farmers who would 
have gone bankrupt were it 
not for the help and 
encouragement of a wife. 

A federal study on rural 
women two years ago 
revealed some startling 
figures. They spend almost 
$0 hours a week, on 
average, doing farm chores 
and bookkeeping as well as 
another 53 hours doing 
household chores. 

I don’t know who penned 
the piece that says a 
work is never 


Not long ago, 1 was a 


guest speakey at an annual 


meeting of a county federa- 
tion of agriculture. 1 made it 
a point to get away early sol 
could visit the president of 
the organization before go- 
ing to the hall where the 
meeting was held. 

I pulled into the lane and 
was greeted by a cheery 
voice from a gal in 
dungarees coming out of the 
summer kitchen. In spite of 
the unshapely clothing, the 
rubber boots and a battered 
hat‘on her head, this farm 
wife was still attractive and 
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out-going. She skipped to 
the’ barn and told her 
husband I was there. He 
took a few minutes off the 
milking chores to get some 
information about me. The 
two of them, working as a 
close-knit team, finished the 
chores in jig time. _ 

An hour later, both -of 
them Walked into the hall as 
handsome a couple as any in 
the nation. She sparkled 
with clean, crisp goodness 
and chatted knowledgably 
with the men. 

The following year, she 
became president of the 
federation, following her 
husband's term. 

The national conference 
of farm women were told 
they should become active 
in all farm organizations - 
everything from speaking 
out at local milk committee 
meetings to competing for 
top, elected posts on nation- 
al commodity boards. 

Agminister Eugene Whe- 
lan told the conference that 
farmi men must recognize 
and accept the concerns 
facing farm women, ¢spe- 
cially the desire to be 
treated equally with their 
husbands by law. 

if that study mentioned 
above is correct - and I have 
no reason to doubt it - then 


farm women are putting in — 


the hours of two, full-time 
jobs and not getting a salary 
for either one of them. 

it is certainly time that 
farmers will be able to claim 
wages paid to their spouses 
for farm work as an expense 
on income taxes. It is just 
too bad these claims could 
not have been charged 
years ago. And it is time, 
too, that the Cafiada Pen- 
sion Plan was* changed to 
allow farm women to 
contribute and receive be- 
nefits when they reach 65.

- Grants for new, continuing projects for University of Guelph 


The University of Guelph 
has received $482,800 in 
new research funding for 
the current year among 
recent provincial lottery 
fund grants to support 
research related to the food 
system. In addition, second 
year instalment grants on 
projects begun under the 
same program last year will 
amount to $469,200. 

The new grants all mark 
the first phase of projected 
three-year projects. Largest 
of the new grants will be 
$162,800 to study the 
feasibility of integrated pest 
control programs. This in- 
volves detailed monitoring 
of the population of spec- 
ific insects in orchards or 
fields and application of 
insecticide only when popu- 
lations reach a danger level. 
Under the traditional sys- 
tem of insect control grow- 
ers must spray at regular 
intervals to be sure that 
insect populations do not 
reach damaging levels.

Department of Environ- 
mental Biology will head an 
interdisciplinary team work- 
ing on this project. Previous 
work in this area has shown 
promise, but the field 
specialists need more re- 
search and experience be- 
fore growers will be able to 
depend on safe protection of 
their crops. 

Prof. McEwen also heads 
an interdisciplinary team 
studying non-chemical pest 
control techniques.

large doses, as well as the 
effects of different methods 
of administration, whether 
by mouth or injection. 

Prof. E.C. Lougheed, 
Department of Horticultural 
Science, will receive 
$59,900 to study improved 
apple storage through re- 
ducing the oxygen content 
in the storage atmosphere. 
“Controlled atmosphere” 
storage of apples with 
higher carbon didxide con- 
tent has for some years 
provided consumers with 
higher quality apples from 
late season storage. The 
revised technique of sharply 
lower oxygen content as 
well, promises marked im- 
provement. Prof. Loug- 
heed’s grant will permit 
installation of pilot sized 
storage rooms in the Uni- 
versity of Guelph to test the 
technique on a commercial 
scale. 

Prof. Lougheed will a\so 
receive $25,000 as a second 


year installment to continue 


research into improved 
techniques for storing leafy 
vegetables. 

Prof. D. Collins-Thomp- 
son, of the Department of 
Environmental Biology will 
receive $29,800 for an 
interdisciplinary team stud- 
ying the reduction of nitrites 
in cured meats through the 
use of sorbic acid. This work 
will be carried out in 
conjunction with the meat 
industry. 

Nitrites are now known to 
be capable of forming 
carcinogenic nitrosamines 
when used in curing meat, 
but they also contribute to 
color and flavor in addition 
to their role as preserva- 
tives. The new study will 
investigate consumer safe- 
ty, keeping quality, stability 


and taste of the product . 


with the substitution of 
sorbic acid for part of the 
nitrites. 

Prof. D.M. Irvine, De- 
partment of Food Science, 
will recieve $25,500 to 
support developmental 
work on Queso Blanco 
cheese, a type that may be 
made from skim milk 
powder. This cheese, which 
is the most popular in Latin 
America, is one of the few 
cheeses in the world made 
by a process using acid, 
rather than rennet, to 
coagulate the milk protein. 
Most skim milk powder, 
because of the high temper- 
ature used in its production, 
will not coagulate ‘with 
rennet after it has been 
reconstituted. 

Canada has in the past

shipped skim milk powder 
to Third World countries as 
a food resource following 


 fimine or natural disaster. 


Unfortunately, many people 
in the Third World suffer 
from lactose intolerance. 
They need the high quality 
protein that skim milk 
powder provides, but their 
bodies do not product the 
enzyme that allows ready 
assimilation of its lactose. 

In making cheese from 
the skim milk powder, most 
of the lactose is left in the 
whey. The process of 
making this particular type 
of cheese is a short one 
requiring only a few hours 
with no aging of the cheese 
needed. In times of disas- 
ter, therefore, skim milk 
powder could be very 
quickly made into this type 


‘of cheese and shipped to 


needy areas. The cheese is 
virtually unaffected by heat. 
cold, mould or yeast. The 
project will also investigate 
recovery of protein from the 
whey. 

Prof. T.K. Smith, Depart- 
ment of Nutrition, will 
receive $23,800 for the first 
year of a study of feeding 
mouldy feed to swine. 
Moulds produce toxins, and 
pink mould of corn in 
particular is of concern to 
the swine industry. The 
study will investigate the 
deposition of toxins from 
the feed in the carcass, and 
also the effect of special 
rations in effecting faster 
breakdown of the toxins. 

Cabbage maggots are a 
key pest of rutabagas which 
are now a major vegetable 
crop in Ontario. Prof. Mark 
Sears, Department of Envi- 
ronmental Biology. will 
receive $20,000 to study the 
extent of the damage and 
control methods. —

1980 Conservationist’s Review 


How does 1980 rate on a 
conservationist's score 
card? Looking over the list 
of issues that are often 
lumped together as environ- 
mental concerns, we have 
seen lots of rhetoric and 
lots of studies, but relatively 
little in the way of concrete 
actions. 


Acid rain tops everyone's 
list, and the provincial 
government's move to 
reduce INCO's emissions by 
25 percent has to earn good 
marks for meaningful pro- 
gress towards a solution. 
But Ontario Hydro’s ‘emis- 
sions remain unscathed as 
yet, and early hopes of a 
, U.S. treaty to reduce acid 
rain have been dimmed ‘by 
the Reagan election. We 
Canadians lost the battle on 
the coal conversion pro- 
gram, which will increase 
acid rain by 15 percent, and 
we are likely to lose future 
battles as well until we can 
educate many more in the 
American public about the 
realities of acid rain. 


Toxic wastes qualify as 
the number two environ- 
mental issue, and the 
American connection is 
important here as well. The 
warnings have been streng- 
thened, both from agencies 
such a6 “the Inte national 
Joint Commission, and by 
the grini symptoms of Love 
Canal and dioxin in the 
Great Lakes. But the solu- 


tions to toxic waste pollution 
will not be easy, and we face 
a turbulent year to gain 
acceptance for waste dispo- 


sal sites, no matter where - 


they are located. 


Other issues of concern 
did not share the same 
spotlight. Endangered spe- 
cies were highlighted as a 
global concern through the 
World Conservation Strate- 


gy. but here in Ontario they 
remain a low priority. 
Protection of threatened 
wetlands has seen more 
background action, with the 
work of a provincial wetland 
policy task force, and 1981 


should see considerable 
progress in this area. But 
activity in other land use 
concerns, such as establish- 
ment of new parks, has 
continued to fall behind. 


Despite this lack of 
accomplishment, 1980 has 
not been a lost year for 
conservation. Rather, it has 
been a year of building, 
with a gradual public 
re-awakening that environ- 
mental concerns have not 
gone away, and with con- 
siderable quiet activity 
within government to reflect 
that emphasis. In 1981 and 
beyond, we can hope to see 
the results of this building 
iri a more positive, and a 
more visible, program to 


protect our environment.

The consultant's report

recommends spending be- 
tween four and six million 
dollars for a complete 
clean-up of the site. 

The report, which was 
made available to Cembal 
Publications last week, was 
given to the Ministry of 
Environment which com- 
missioned it, last summer. 
Officials had promised a 
decision on it before Christ- 
mas, but that didn’t come 
about; now they are promis- 
ing to make public their 
course of action at a public 
meeting in late February or 
early March. 

The Ministry indicated 
last fall that they felt they 
had a choice between 
gpending the “‘millions’’ of 
dollars the report suggests 
or ‘“‘hundreds of thou 
sands"’ that would allow 
them to bring the quality of 
the Moira River up to their 
own. standards but also 
leave them with the respon- 
sibility and cost of running 
the treatment plant at 
Deloro for an indefinite 
period. In the end that could 
mean spending the same 
amount of money, over a 
longer period. 

The report separates 
spending into three cate- 
gories: immediate, short 
term and long term. Imme- 
diate expenditures, some of 
which have already been 
made, include hiring a 
program manager and mak- 
ing modifications to the 
treatment process. That 
involves about $160 thou- 
sand. Short term measures 
include more extensive 
work on the site itself and 
would cost $845 thousand. 
The two together, which the 
report says is enough to 
bring the arsenic levels in 
the Moira within Ministry of 
Environment standards, 
would cost alittle over a 
million dollars and could, it 
appears, be accomplished 
over a two year period.

The Ministry of the 
Environment considers an 
annual average reading of 
.05 mg/L safe, with no 
reading higher than 0.2 
mg/L. 

Long term measures 
could cost anywhere from 
three to five million depend- 
ing on problems met with. If 
there is no need to build a 
containment area, then 
costs of demolition of 
buildings, excavation of 
external containments and 
placing within secure con- 
tainment area would cost 
about $2,400,000. However, 
if a secure containment area 


had to be built that would - 


mean further expenditure of 
$800,000. A secure contain- 
ment area would be re- 
quired if geology and 
hydrogeology tests found 
that the bedrock on the site 
was too porous and leaked 
arsénic and other waste 
materials into the Moira. 
Then the problem would be 
constructing a pad, wall and 
cap to contain the waste. 

Further cost would come 
from making permanent 
containment of the ferric 
hydroxide tailings pile on 
the cast side of the river. 
That would cost $700,000 
and is not a key part of 
ensuring the water quality 
of the Moira. 

The advantage of the 
long-term measures is that 
they would mean that the 
would haye to 
less and less 
presumably, eventually no- 
thing treating the water at 
the Moira. Then the site 
would be considered com- 
pletely rehabilitated, al- 
though there would be 
restrictions on its use.

The study recognizes 
cight different kinds of 
waste on the site including: 

1) 7,200 tonnes of calcium 
arsenite 

2) Unknown quantities of 
crude arsenic trioxide 

$) 90,000 tonnes (dry) of 
ferric hydroxide tailings 
4) At least 8,000 tonnes of 
slag plus other crushed slag 
used as fill (this includes the 
radioactive materials) 

5) Unknown quantities 
of gold mine tailings 

6) Unknown quantities of 
miscellaneous laboratory 
wastes 

7) Unknown quantities of 
chemical wastes 

8) Building demolition 
rubble and abandoned pro 
cessing equipment. 

As well it identified eight 
different kinds of dumps, 
noting, ‘It can be generally 
stated that every part of the 
Deloro site has been used to 
dispose of material at some 
time."" 

The main hazard, of 
course, is the arsenic 
trioxide and calcium arsen- 
ite. However, “improper 
disposal of some,dangerous 
wastes and the half-demo 
lished state of the buildings 
also present dangers and 
the aesthetics are, of 
course, abominable. Then 
long term measures would 
be concerned with these 
problems, as well as a 
once-and-for-all clean up of 
the arsenic, while the short 
term measures would only 
be to bring the arsenic 
under control so that it did 
not affect the water quality 
of the Moira River system. 

Radioactive slag on the 
site is not considered ta 
serious problem, since read: 
ings are no higher than from 
some natural deposits. The 
report suggests that bury- 
ing these under a meter of 
non-radioactive earth 
should remove all danger. 

An alternative long-term 
plan - that is one that would 
allow the Ministry of the

THE alternative (I) 


An interim measure while 


Canada gets 


We told you last week 
that propane was fast 
becoming the only really 
viable alternative for our 
present situation and, the 
more we ‘hear about pro- 
pane, the more we are 
convinced of that statement. 

But, it is not presently the 
answer for everyone's 
needs and we are not saying 
that it should be the be-all 
and end-all as far as 
alternate fuels are con- 
cerned. After all, propane is 
only a by-product of fossil 
fuels and, while we have an 
over-abundance of this par- 
ticular by:product at the 
moment, it will eventually 
go the route of all other 
fossil fuels, especially if it 
becomes popular and goes 
into widespread use 
throughout the country. 

Presently, we are only 
scratching the surface of 
propane use in Canada but 


net 


its energy act together 


it will run out and that is 
when our other alternates 
like hydrogen, alcohol and 
methanol will be required. 
So, while we're pointing at 
propane as the answer for 
the present crisis (if indeed 
there is a crisis) we are not 
advocating the cancelling of , 
other alternate fuel (pro- 
grams. On the contrary, we 
are saying, use propane 
while it is available to us, 
but keep looking for the 
fuels that we can produce in 
unlimited quantities for an 
unlimited length of time - 
renewables. The final an- 
swer is a fue] we can 
produce ourselves without 
having to depend on the 
whims of another country’s 
fancy. 

Propane does cost less 
than gasoline and we are 
presently self-sufficient in 
propane té the point where 
we can export more than 


half of the propane pro- 
duced per day. While we 
are presently relying on the 
oil rich countries for our 
gasoline, we could convert 
to propane, give the profits 
of that fuel back to our own 
country and decrease our 
dependence on other very 
unstable markets. It may 
mean a “get tough" atti- 
tude for Canada but it's like 
the man says, ‘You can pay 
me now or you can pay me 
later."’ It's about time 
Canada started to look out 
for itself first. We've been 
dependent on other coun- 
tries for too long. 
Converting to propane 
will not generally be as 
expensive aS Wwe first 
thought. $1,400 is the 
estimate given us for a large 
truck or van by Bob 
Donaldson of Bay Motors in 
Belleville, who will soon be 


set up to handle thé 
conversion of vehicles. Ac- 
cording to him, certain 


smaller cars can be convert- 
ed for around $800 with the 
average conversion coming 
in at around $1,000 for the 
larger American cars. At 
the present time, General 
Motors does not do the 
conversion in their plants 
but, if they began such a 
practice or began to produce 
propane converted cars, 
that price might come down 
even further. 
_ _ inter City Gas advocates 
the conversion to propane, 
rather than having a gaso- 
line and propane capability. 
However, Daryl Kramp, of 
Madoc, has a large propane 
tank which has been. in- 
stalled for about a year and 
a half and has approximate- 
ly twenty regular customers 
who run on both gasoline 
and propane and he claims 
that, as long as the operator 
is educated on running 
both fuels, it can be done

successfully. He claims that 


trouble-free motoring is 
obtained by simply making 
sure that either all the 
propane or all the gasoline 
is burned out of the 
carburetor before switching 
to the other fuel. If either 
fuel remains in the carbure- 
tor and is mixed with the 
other fuel in switching, you 
are definitely going to have 
trouble with your carbure- 
tor. 

Inter City Gas (ICG) 
claims however, that you 
will not get maximum 
efficiency from either fuel 
when running on both 
because of the difference in 
the two fuels. They claim 
the engine must be tuned to 
run on cither gasoline or 
propane, and this would 
seem to be true when they 
tell you that you get better 
performance from propane 
at lower speeds than you 
would with gasoline. Ulti- 
mately, this means you get 
better “city mileage with 
propane than with gasoline 
but that gasoline will give 
you better highway mile- 
age. Now all you have to do 
is figure the difference in 
price (about $0 cents a 
gallon) to. know if propane” 
would be cheaper than 
gasoline for your driving 
habits.

The third prisoner, Lt. 
Himy Sylla of Guinea, was 
arrested in May of 1980 
following an attack on 
President Sekou Toure. 
Little is known about this 
case, consequently Lt. Syl- 
la, an army photographer, 
has not yet been officially 
adopted as a prisoner of 
conscience. Efforts are un- 
derway-to gain more infor: 
mation about the circum 
stances surrounding his 
detention. However, Am- 
nesty suspects his arrest is 
linked to his suppression of 
scenes he filmed following a 
grenade attack. Reports 
indicate Lt. Sylla may be 
subject to harsh conditions 
and ill treatment in prison, 
and letters are being written 
to express concern about 
these reports. 

Besides writing letters,

Bay Motors of Belleville 
will soon have the capability 
of converting your car to’ 
propane and then supplying 
the propane for it to run on. . 
inter City Gas or Canadian 
Propane has appointed Bay 
Motors as their distributor 
and converter with the 
result that Bay Motors 
hopes to be able to begin 
servicing their customers 
within the next week or so. 

Company president Bob 
Donaldson told the Review 
in a recent interview, “We 
expect our propane tank to 
be in on January 15th. 
We're just waiting now for 
government clearance | to 
fence the tank and then we 
think we will be ready for 
business. We just had five 
mechanics write the exami- 
nation to convert vehicles to 
propane and we expect all 
five mechanics to pass the 
test.’ Mr. Donaldson adds 
that they will be stocking a 
few parts for the conversion 


of vehicles to propane but 
adds that they won't need 
to stock a great deal of parts 
because they can be ordered 
and delivered within twen- 


ty-four hours. SPs

out at about $1,000 with

In 1954 polio was running 
rampant... Hospitals every- 
where had run out of room 
to treat those affected by 


’ the disease. Few people 


lived without fear of it 
attacking them or one of 
their loved ones. The cure 
was still one year away as 
thousands of Ontario March 
of Dimes volunteers raised 
funds in the hope of 
bringing it under control. 
Finally, in 1955, the volun- 
teer effort paid off with the 
discovery of the Salk vac- 
cine which eventually elimi- 
nated the disease. 

Now the Ontario March of 


‘Dimes turned its attention 


to the thousands of people | 
who had been affected by 
the disease, people that 
would have physical disabil- 
ities for the rest of their life. 
One such person was 
Marjorie Walker of Belle- 
ville. It was 1954 and she 
was ready to leave hospital 
after having her first child 


when her temperature sud- 
denly rose. It was four days 
later before it dropped and 
she was allowed to go home. 


“When I got home I knew © 


something wasn't right,” 
said Marjorie. “I felt weak 
and had trouble getting up. 
One day I fell asleep at 10 in 
the morning and didn’t 
wake up until 11 that hight. 


That's when it hit = I 


couldn't get out of bed 
had no strength in my legs 
and one arm.” 

One and a half weeks 
after Marjorie left the 
hospital, it was discovered 
her problem was polio. That 
year there were so many 
people suffering from polio 
it took a further two weeks 
to find her a hospital bed. In 
the meantime, her home 
was placed under quaran- 
tine. 

The next six months were 
spent in a hospital combat- 
ing the effects of the: 
disease. Her hand had to be 


operated on to improve its 
grip. When she left the 
hospital she walked with the 
aid of braces. 

One year later she had 
the second child, a bouncing 
baby girl. “‘I always wanted 
two children,’' Marjorie 
explained, ‘‘and I was 
determined not to let this 
physical disability stand in 
my way.” 

The determination to 


make things work took her \ 


to the Ontario March of 
Dimes Ability centre in 
Ottawa. There she learned 
to make jewellery and 
returned to the Belleville 
area with her skills to work 
at Operation Recovery for a 
number of years. 

Today, some 28 years 
later, she finds herself in 
the same situation as most 
physically disabled peqple: 
out of work and living in a 
world that was built without 
the disabled in mind. 

Most stores are not 


Polio cured, but March of 


accessible to the wheelchair 
user and most employers 
will not give the disabled a 
chance. 

Statistics Canada figures: 
show that over 50 percent of 
the employable, disabled 
men and women in the 
country are unemployed. 
For most their only source 
of income is a disability 
pension of $300 a month, a 
sum well below the poverty 
level. 

However, the Ontario 
March of Dimes is trying to 
change this unemployment 
figure by working with 
employers, pointing out the 
value of the disabled work- 
er. Figures show that 
disabled workers make ex- 
cellent employees. 

Marjorie’s day is spent 
hooking rugs and working 
around the house that she 
shares with her mother. 

She loves to get out and 
meet people, but the price 
of a cab makes it impossible 


to do it very often. One of 
her favourite sports is the 
local mall which is totally 
accessible. ‘I just like to do 
a lot of looking and 
occasionally 1 buy some- 
thing.”" 

Two bright spots in the 
year are spring and early 
winter. Marjorie explained, 
‘Il save up and treat myself 
with two hair appointments 
each year. One in the spring 
when the weather gets nice 
and one in December just 
before my birthday.’ 

“Life is pretty good,"’ 
claims Marjorie. ‘‘And be- 
ing handicapped doesn't 


- bother me. I only wish there 


were more accessible places 
so I could get around." 


The Ontario. March of 
Dimes knows thousands of 
physically disabled people 
like Marjorie, and helps 
with the purchase of wheel- 
chairs, artificial limbs, 
walkers, and special aids.

A new regulation has been issued expanding employment protection for domestic 
employees (cooks, housekeepers, nannies), who work more than 24 hours a week. It does 


not apply to baby sitters or companions. . 


Domestic employees are entitled to 
$24 per day / 7 2 
$132 per week 
$568 per month or 
$3 per hour ; 
Room and Board 
Householders may deduct up to $50 per week from a domestic employee’s 
wages for room and board. 


Time Off / 
Domestic employees are entitled to at least 36 consecutive hours of free tire per 
week without deduction from wages. If work is performed during this free time, the 
equivalent amount of time off or payment at not less than $3 an hour must be given. 


Annual Vacations 
Domestic employees are entitled to at least 2 weeks of vacation per year and to at 
least 4 per cent of annual wages as vacation pay. 
Public Holidays i 
Domestic employees are entitled to seven paid statutory holidays per year. If work 
is performed on the holiday, another day off with regular pay must be given before, ~ 
the next annual vacation. } 
All domestic employees, including those working less than 24 hours a week and baby C 
sitters and companions continue to be covered by standards for termination of 
employment, pregnancy leave, equal pay for equal work and collection of wages.

Strawberries already? 


The next strawberry sea- 

son is months away, but 

_ eastern Ontario growers are 

already planning their 1981 
advertising campaign. 


Last year, 18 strawberry 
growers in the Ottawa 
Valley organized an adver- 
tising co-operative that suc- 
cessfully marketed the 
largest strawberry crop in 
record - up to 30 to 40 per 
cent above the 1979 crop. 

Eastern Ontario is the 
fastest growing strawberry 
production ara in the 
province. From 1977 to 
1980, the production area 
increased from 40,5 hec- 
tares (100 ac) to 162 ha (400 
ac). 

‘Growers were con- 
cerned about the increased 
number of hectares planted 
in the area so they 
approached the college for 
assistance,'' says John 
Vandenberg, head of 
Kemptville College of Agri- 
cultural Technology, horti-

culture section. “‘A meeting 
was organized and before 
summer the co-operative 
campaign was under way.” 

The co-operative’s 1980 
advertising campaign fo- 
cused on newspaper and 
radio media. The organiza- 
tion placed ads in the 
television supplement of an 
Ottawa daily newspaper and 
on an early morning radio 
program in Ottawa. 

‘Each participating 
grower surveyed customers 
at random to evaluate the 
campaign,'’ says Mr. Van- 
denberg. ‘‘The ads in the 
television supplement 
proved to be most effec- 
tive.” 

With six - additional 
growers in the program this 
year, the co-operative plans 
to continue advertising in 
the newspaper supplement 
and to direct other adver- 
tising to local television 
stations. Growers are 
paying $25 per acre for the

WOODS, WATER 
& WILDLIFE

‘Pristine 


Just over a year ago, this 
column touched on the issue 
of hunting within provincial 
parks, which at the time was 
occurring in parks in the 
province without the ne- 
cessary regulations. The 
Ministry. of Natural Re- 
sources, which controls both 
parks policy and hunting. 
had promised to resolve this 
contentious issue by issuing 
a new policy on wildlife 
management in Ontario 
parks. A year later, that 
policy has appeared. 

One of the reasons for the 
Ministry's procrastination 
became clear this past 
month, with the releage of 
an opinion poll conducted in 
February 1980. This Gallup 
Poll, carried out for the 
Ministry at the suggestion 
of the Federation of Ontario 
Naturalists, confirms the 
depth of opposition to 
sport hunting within parks. 
An incredible 86 per cent of 
the 1100 adults interviewed 
were opposed or strongly 
opposed to the suggestion; 
only 8 per cent) were in 
favour or strongly in favour. 
That opposition to park 
hunting is not restricted to 
the big cities - the sample in 
enorthern Ontario rejected 
the activity almost as 
strongly, at 85 per cent, as 
the residents of Metro 
Toronto. 

The Gallup poll also 
explored public attitudes 
towards mining in parks,

as 


which is opposed by 75 per 
cent.’Fortunately, this in- 
dustrial activity is not now 
allowed in any Ontario 
parks. 

Logging in parks, which 
now occurs in Algonquin 
and Lake Superior, is 
opposed by 66 per cent with 
only 17 per cent in favour. 
The survey results run 
counter to some commonly 
held beliefs. For example, 
the strongest opposition to 
park logging comes from 
occupations described as. 
labour, and the strongest 
level of regional opposition 
comes not from the cities, 
but from the north, Ob- 
viously, the ‘Townhouse 
environmentalists’’ are not 
the only group who want 


parks maintained as 
sanctuaries. 
The results of this 


survey should prove more 
than a little embarrassing 
to the Mimistry of Natural 
Resources, for it demon- 
strates clearly that the past 
policies have all too often 
catered to vested inter- 
ests and the personal bias 
of Ministry staff rather than 
the wishes of the public. 
Given the overwhelming 
margin of public opinion, 
we have every right to 
expect that hunting in 
provincial parks will be 
ended immediately, and 
that logging activities will 
be phased out as soon as 
possible.

The five-hundred mile 
plus ‘‘highway"’ is a snow- 
mobile trail running from 
Alexandria in Eastern On- 
tario to the Teeswater/ 
Wingham area in the west. 

in this area, SNO-1 runs 
north of Tweed through 
Queensborough and Eldor- 
ado and then along the CN 
line north of Marmora to 
Havelock; from Havelock it 
turns north and then west 
again towards Bobcaygeon. 

“*Sno-1 is the first in a 
series of snowmobile trails 
designed to let the snow- 
mobilers of Ontario and 
visiting snowmobilers, tour 
our province from east to 
west, north to south, by 
snowmobile,’’ said Al 
Pross, Director of Public 
Relations for the Ontario 
Federation of Snowmobile 
Clubs. 

“The ‘Sno’ series of 
trails,’ he said, ‘‘have been 
a dream in the minds of 
snowmobilers here for 2 
long time, now with the 
opening of ‘this first trail, 
our dreams are becoming 
reality. The designation 
‘Sno’ stands for ‘Snomobile 
Ontario’ and this in a 
nutshell, sums up the 
purpose of the trails." 

“Thousands of miles of 
snowmobile trails have ex- 
isted for the past several 
years in the province, 
excellent trails, but trails 
that stopped abruptly and 


restricted the rider to @ 
‘loop’ type of ride. The 
snowmobiler started at 
point ‘A’, finished at point 
A and really didn’t have the 
feeling of making a journey 
on his sled. As a matter of 


« fact, many times the snow- 


mobiler didn't really know 
where he was, or where he 
had been, until he arrived 
back at point ‘A’.

The trail, according to 
Pross, is a magnificent 
achievement not of techno- 
logy or complicated engi- 
neering, but rather a feat 
accomplished by people 
who enjoy the sport, who 
co-operate with each other 
and who want to share their 
enjoyment with others. 
“The ‘Sno-l' trail,"’ he 
said, ‘‘is 4 fusing together 
of hundreds of miles of 
trails, maintained and oper- 
ated by independent and 
OFSC member snowmobile 
clubs throughout the pro- 
vince. It was a matter of 
workjng with the clubs and 
the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, to ifter-connect 


for the novice snowmobiler. 
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the various existing routes.

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Food basket shows retail prices rise faster 


_ The OFA Food Basket 
was first compiled in De- 
cember 1978. Since the 
Basket has been calculated 
monthly thereafter, two 
complete years of data are 
available to show what has 
happened to food prices 
since 1979. The retail and 
farm gate prices of the Food 
Basket, along with the farm 
to retail spread, has been 
graphed for the period 
December 1978 to Decem- 
ber 1980 in the figure 
above 

The retail price has been 
rising faster than the farm 
gate price for the past two 
years, resulting in an 


increasing farm to retail 
spread. The trend lines 
indicate that for the past 
two years, retail prices have 
been rising at an average of 


$3.62 a year while farm 
prices have only been rising 
$1.06 a year. The farm to 
retail spread has thus been 
rising at $2.56 a year. Ite 
should be noted that the 
fluctuation of the farm to 
retail spread around the 
trend line is much less than 
for the farm and- retail 
prices. This would tend to 
indicate that costs beyond 
the farm gate are more rigid 
and institutionalized. 

The farm gate price has 
remained fairly stable over 
the past two years. The 
average farm gate price was 
$19.80 for the Food Basket 
in 1979 and $20.78 in 1980, 
an increase of only 4.6 
percent. Most of the in- 
crease at the farm level 
oceurred in the last six 
months of 1980, as the

OFA’s Barry says 


The provincial govern: 
ment should act immediate- 
ly to make urban and rural 
hydro rates the same, Ralph 
Barrie, President, Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture 
(OFA) told a meeting of 
local farmers recently. 

Barrie said rural rates 
were continuing to increase 
faster than urban rates, in 
spite of the government's 
promise to reduce the gap. 
He said the government's 
recently announced $20 
million subsidy program for 
rural hydro users would 
not reverse the trend. 

‘The subsidy only works 
out to $3.00 a month off 
your hydro bill: Besides, it 
will only go to those who get 
their power from Ontario 
Hydro and not to those 
served by a local utility.”

The present differential 


between urban and rural 
‘ rates averages 29 percent. 
The gap will increase next 
year. In the past, it has 
ranged from 28 to 34 
percent. 


_ British Columbia, Quebec 
and Nova Scotia all have the 
same rates for rural and 
urban users. In Saskatche- . 
wan, the gap is 8 percent 
and in Manitoba, it ranges 
from 17 to 28 percent. 

Barrie. said the province 
should recognize the fact 
hydro is a public utility 
providing an essential ser- 
vice. It is only fair that all 
non-industrial users, whe- 


ther urban or rural, should 
pay the same rate, he said. 


The OFA position was 
sent to the Premier last 


~ week but Barrie said he still 
has not ‘received a reply 


the average for 1979 but the 
price was 8.5 percent higher 
than 1979 in the last six 
months. ; 

The increase at the farm 
level was reflected .in the 
retail prices for the same 
period. Retail prices were 
7.4 percent higher in the 
first half of 1980 than the 
average for 1979 (compared 
to almost no change in the 
farm price). A 14.9 percent 
increase over 1979 occurred 
in the last six months at 


-etail as the higher farm” 


price was passed onto 
consumers. 

The higher rate of in- 
crease in the retail price and 
the farm to retail spread 
compared to the farm price 
has resulted in a deteriora- 
tion in the farmers’ share of 
the food dollar. In-1979, the 
farmer received 59.2 cents 
of each dollar spent on the 
Food Basket. In 1980 this 
has deéreased to 55.8 cents. 
Since the Food Basket does 
not include a processor or 
wholesaler’s price, it cannot 
be determined how that 
share of the food . dollar 
which the farmer lost was 
distributed among the re- 
maining market sectors.

In December, the retuil 
value of the OFA Food 
Basket was $89.37, a 
decrease of $5 cents from 
November, but an increase 
of $4.87 from December 
1979. The farm gate price 
was $22.15, an increase of 
14 cents from last month 
and $1.92 more than the 
same month last year. Due 
to the lower retail price and 
higher farm gate price, the 
farm-retail spread at $17.22 
was down 47 cents from last 
month but up 21 percent 
from December, 1979. 

Beef and pork prices were 


mainly responsible for the 
decline in the retail price of 
the Food Basket for this 
month. The fresh beef 
component of the Basket 
was down 10 cents/Ib. to 
$2.65/lb. and pork was 
down 4 cents/Ib. to $1.77/ 
lb. from the November 
prices of $2.75/Ib. and “ 
$1.81/lb. for these pro- 
ducts. ‘‘Specials’’ on beef 
and, to a lesser extent, on 
pork, were the primary 
reasons for the lower prices. 
Increases in the prices of 
milk and cream, cheese, 
bread and canned fruits, 


partially offset the decrease 
in meat prices at the retail 
level. 


Beef prices were up 2 
cents/Ib. at the farm gate to 
$1.95/lb. from $1.93/Ib. 
indicating some strengthen- 
ing of beef prices since early 
November. Pork prices were 
down slightly from $1.05/ 
Ib. in November to $1.04!Ib. 
in December. At the farm 
gate, minor increases of one 
to two cents occurred for 
turkey, eggs, breakfast cer- 
eals, and canned vegeta:

Now families are starting to 
explore alternatives to the 
housing and mortgage tradi- 
tion..Some purchase lower- 
cost housing like condo- 
miniums and townhouses;

and sewage charges). When 
these costs are considered, 2 
$700 plus monthly payment 
on a typical $70,000 house 
balloons into $1600 worth of 
housing related expenses. 

’ To make matters worse, 
the guidelines used to 
determine whether a family 
qualifies for a mortgage may 
be tao generous in view of 
the wildly fluctuating in- 
terest rates. The accepted 
guideline is that mortgage 
payments plus taxes should 
not exceed 30 per cent of the 
family's gross income. Prof. 
William Frisbee, an econ-

The hawks of wiiiter 


Yet another morning of 
napping cold; it's hard to 
relieve that, for some birds, 
he farmland and woodlots 
»9f southern Ontario are 
considered a moderate sou- 
‘hern clime for their winter- 
ing grounds. Several of our 
native hawks fall into this 
category. On a hurried drive 
past the airport, a good 


winter day will reveal up to . 


a dozen of these stately 


birds of prey, usually 
perched motionless on a 
tree oF post. 


These ‘‘airport birds”’ are 
mostly red-tailed and 
rough-legged hawks, both 
from a family of large, 
broad-winged hawks known 
as the Buteos. The red-tail 
is easy to spot, since its 
upper tail feathers are a 
striking rufous colour that

On a 
perch, the large size of the 
red-tail, with a whitish chest 
and contrasting dark belly- 
band, is diagnostic. 

A rough-legged hawk, as 
the name suggests, has 
dense feathers around the 
legs, right down to the 
toes, but this feature is hard 
to distinguish at a distance. 
Rough-legs come in two 
colour phases. The pale 
phase shows light under- 
sides with dark elbow 
patches and often a dark 
patch on the belly, and with 
a broad white band on the 
top of the tail. The dark 
phase is almost completely 
blackish, with white plibw- 
ing only under the Willgs. 
But in cither case, 4 
rough-leg identification can 
be helped by its characteris- 
tic habit’ of “‘*hovering’’ in 
one spot above a pasture to 
seck out its favourite prey of

~ Mediating rent increases 


Tenancies Act, rent increases 
are limited to six per cent in 
any 1 2-month period for most 
types of residential rental 
accommodation. However, 
this is neither an absolute 
maximum nor a guaranteed 
minimum rent increase. Isa 
gaideline limit only, unless a 
government agency called the 
Residential Tenancy Commis- 
sion permits a greater or 
lesser increase. 

4 landlord may apply to the 
commission for permission to 
charge a rent increase above 
six per cent, and it could be 
granted if justified by the 
landlord's costs of operation. 

On the other hand, the 
tenant may ask the commis- 
sion to review a proposed rent 
increase of any amount, in- 
cluding an merease of six per 
cent or less, to see if it is 


justified. 


Tenant's application 
for review 


Let's assume the $15 rent 
increase proposed above rep- 
resents a six per cent increase 
above the current rent. 

To start with, the landlord 
should have given the tenant a 
written Notice of Rent In- 
crease at least 90 days before 
the effective date. As this 
increase is within the six per 
cent guideline, the landlord 
doesn't have to apply to the 
commission for permission. 

The tenant, however, can 
appeal the increase. First, the 
tenant should approach the 
landlord for an explanation of 
the rent increase; maybe 
some further details on the 
costs of maintenance and 
other expenses can be given. 
lanation is not satis- 


“the commission by fil 


factory, the tenant can ap- 
proach the commission. 
The tenant may apply .to 
f out 
a Tenant's Dispute of In- 
tended Rent Increase. 
However, the application 
must be made no later than 60 
days before the effective date 


_ of the proposed rent increase. 
{In other words, the tenant 


has no more than 30 days in 
which to appeal the increase.) 

After receiving the tenant's 
application, the commission 
then tries to mediate the 
dispute. 


Mediation 


Through mediation, the 
commission attempts to bring 
the landlord and tenant to- 
gether informally to see if the, 
dispute can be resolved by 
mutual agreement. There's a 
minimum of fuss and paper- 
work involved. 

Under the guidance of the 
commission which acts as a 
neutral third party, mediation 
‘allows the landlord and tenant 
to air their respective views 
about the increase. For the 
tenant, this can be an oppor- 
tunity to air grievances about 
how quickly maintenance 
problems are looked after. At 
the same time, the landlord 
can explain how building or 
property maintenance prob- 
lems are handled and how 
much they cost. 

When a dispute can be set- 
tled by mediation, everybody 
wins. Compromises are often 


/made, but they're made freely, 


with give and take on all sides.

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It is better to achieve results 

by mediation than having to 
roceed to a more formal 
aring. 

The mediated compromise 
can take several forms: the 
tenant agrees to either the 
proposed or to a smaller 
increase, and the landlord in 
turn agrees to look after future 
maintenance problems more 
promptly, or to take care of a 
current problem immediately. 


If mediation is successful, a 
formal written agreement is 
drawn up by the commission 
and signed by both parties. 
This becomes a binding con- 
tract which is enforceable in 
the courts in case the agree- 
ment is later broken by one 
side or the other. 


Hearing 
~ 

If mediation has not been 
successful, the dispute must 
be settled at a hearing held 
before a commissioner. Based 
on the evidence presented at 
the hearing, the commissioner 
will “order” the matter set- 
tled in one fashion or another. 

At the hearing stage, things 
are more formal. Although 
not a court of law,.a hearing 
before the commission does 
involve an examination of fac- 
tual evidence relating to the 
dispute. Where necessary, 
the commission can summon 
evidence “or individuals for 
the hearing. 

At the hearing based on a 
tenant's application. ‘he com- 
mission considers the pro- 

sed rent increase i light of 
the following factors: 


@ variations, and the reasons 
for them, in the rents 
charged by the landlord for 
similar rental units within 
the same building: 

@rents charged by other 
landlords for similar rental 
units, in similar buildings, 
in the same geographical 
area: 

@any improvement or de- 
terioration in the standard 
of maintenance and repair 
affecting the rental unit. 
After weighing the evidence 

submitted by the landlord or 
tenant. the commissioner then 
decides the amount of rent 
increase. if any, to be allowed, 
based onthe circumstances of 
the case at hand. 

That decision takes the 
form of an order, sent to both 
parties, setting out the maxi- 
mum rent which may be 
charged. This is a binding 
order which has the same 
weight and authority as an 
order from a judge. 


Mediation is only one part 
of the law pertaining to rent 
increases. Further information 
is contained in the free book- 
let. Rent Review: Here are the 
facts, available from any local 
office of the Residential Ten- 
ancy Commission as listed in 
the telephone directory under 
Government of Ontario.

Continued from page 1-A 
have a black helmet free of 
any marks, shiny — black 
skates and my whistles. On 
top of that, I even have to 
buy my rule book.” 
One comment that's been 
heard over the past few 
months is that the calibre of 
refereeing doesn’t always 
match the calibre of hockey. 
According to Mr. Bailey. 
that problem stems from the 
fact, that there. are not that 
many people who want to go 
into refereeing. “The main 
problem is that people are 
just not sure of themselves. 
It’s one thing to be a fan in 
the stands who can make a 
call on a play and not have it 
mean anything if it’s wrong. 
It's another thing to be down 
on that ice and have to make 
the decision in a split second 
when you know that at least 
half the crowd may not 
agree with that call. You call 
it the way you saw it and, 
once you've got some experi- 
ence and done enough 
games, you'll get the confid- 
ence as well. The main thing 
is to get the first experience 
but that is also when you are 
likely to lose a referee 
because of the crowd. If you 
make too many mistakes in 
the beginning, you'll get 
nailed and likely be suspend- 
ed. If you make the right 
calls, the OMHA will back 
you up.” 
There has been no prob- 
lem getting young referees. 
in the: Madoc area this year. 
There are several younger 
referees who are eager to go 
and doing well according to 
Mr. Bailey. Those players 
are young for the most part 
and will need to gairt their 
experience on the ice as 
referees. There is no doubt 
there will be mistakes but 
that is part of any learning 
process. “Anybody who 
wants to referee will do the 
best job he can. He'll make 
mistakes but he'll learn from 
them and not make a similar 
mistake the next time. He'll 
watch hockey, and especially 
the referees, every chance he 
gets whether it's NHL, 
junior or minor hockey. 
From that he will learn 
about positioning and he'll 
be making his own calls to 
see how they stack up 
against that referee's calls. 
“Apart from that, spectators 


have to realise that a referee 
only has two eyes and that 
those two eyes are always 
looking in the same direc- 
tion. After all, if we were the 
best, we would be in the 
NHL.” 

Another point that Mr. 
Bailey makes is that anyone 


‘who decides to become a 


referee must be aware of his 
commitment. He has to go 
whenever he is called. In one 
of his busier seasons since 
becoming a referee, Mr. 
Bailey refereed 212 games in 
one season. “When we have 
someone come to us and asks 
to’ be given a chance. to 
referee, we put him on the 
ice in a houseleague game 
and see how he does. We'll 
tneet him after the game, 
talk it over with him 
advising him on positioning, 
responsibilities and especial- 
ly not to listen to the crowd. 
Then we'll ask him how he 
felt during the game. If his 
response is positive, we'll 
give him another chancé 
and let things develop from 
there.” ar, 

In the OMHA, every 
referee who does regular 
league games must be 
certified to level two, but 
this takes in two stages in 
itself. A level two, stage one 
certification will let you 
referee up to Bantam as long 
as there is another level two, 
stage two referee also doing 


the game. In the midget and 


juvenile games, both refer- 
ees must be level two, stage 
two certified. Besides the 
pressure of the crowd in 
playoff games, the referee 
also has the pressure of a 
supervisor in the crowd 
watching his performance 
on the ice. 

This brings us to another 
fact of life for a referee. If a 
team feels that they have 
been treated unfairly by a 
referee, they do have a 
recourse. They can advise 
the referee that the game 
was played under protest for 
whatever reason and that 
notation will be put on the 
back of the game sheet. 
They should then write up a 
report on the game and send 
it to the OMHA. The 
problem will be discussed by 
the executive members and 
a decision will be made to 
suspend the referee or back 
his decision. Whatever deci- 


sion the executive comes to 
will be reported to the team 
who filed the protest and, 
contrary to popular belief, 
the decision is not always 


made in favour of the 
referee. “The rules are made 
by the coaches and manag- 
ers of teams for us to use as 
guidelines. We make “judge- 
ment calls using those 
guidelines and, if our 
judgement was bad, we'll 
hear about it.and we had 
better not make any more 
bad judgement calls.” 
Judgement calls also differ 
with different classes of 
hockey. For instance, in 
normal hockey, bodycheck- 
ing will result- in many 
varied calls by a referee, 
normally resulting in a 
penalty to the person doing 
the checking. This, how- 
ever, is not-the case in all 
hockey leagues. In the 
Canadian Oldtimers Hockey 
Association, body contact is 
not allowed and a player 
must make an attempt to 
avoid that contact. Jf a 
player is skating down the 
ice and another player is in 
front of him, and. they 
collide, the second player 
can be penalized for not 
trying to get out of the way. 
This again is a judgement 
call. If the two players made 
contact as the result of both 


players trying to avoid 
contact, there would likely 
be no penalty. 


One of the rules that Mr. 
Bailey does not agree that is 
presently in use concerns 
home referees. “In the 
present setup, the home 
team supplies the referees 
resulting in referees being 
called “homers” or too tough 
on the home team. I would

to call it right and it is also 
rough on some of the older 
kids who are used to 
checking. When you call the 


contact they want to know — 


what they did.” 
Steve Fisher has more 
reason to support the rule. 


At 17, he has been forced 


to retire as a player because 
of a back injury he received 


being bodychecked in a 
hockey game last fall. The 
no contact. rule hasn't 
reached 17 year olds yet. To 
Bill White a member of the 
executive of Hastings Minor 
Sports and coach of the 
Hastings Midget team that’s 


the rule's weakness, “It 
doesn't go far enough. It 
should be in all age groups.” 


He might have been think- 
ing about a game in 
December between his team 
and Havelock. Havelock was 
the Ontario Champion last 
year and, early‘in the game 
last December it was clear 
that they were more than a 
match for Hastings. That's 


‘before long several players 


went down. Two Hastings 
players had to be taken to 
the hospital and even the 
referee was hurt. Finally, the 
game was called with eight 
minutes to go in the third 
period. 

Whether this sentiment is 
shared across the country is 
hard to tell. Ontario Minor 
Hockey Association Secre- 
tary Vern McCallum would 
only say, “I don’t want to say 
anything until the results (of 
the cross-country survey on 
the rule) are in. And that 
won't be known until 
March. 

Having seen a number of

along so that you.would have 
one referee from each 
centre.” 

In closing the interview, 
Mr. Bailey wanted to make 
one comment at the risk of 
sounding like he was blow- 
ing his own horn along with 
his other referees. “In the 
last few years that we 
occupied the old arena and 
these first few years that 
we've been in this new 
arena, how many bench 
clearing brawls have you 
seen. I can't think of any 
and that has to say 


something for the refereeing 


in this area. You'll never 
take that type of thing out of 
junior “A” hockey or the 
NHL because that is the 
type of game they want. I'm 
not saying this is all because 
of the referees because it 
isn't. The parents and fans 
here want to see good clean 
hockey where the skills are 
stressed and generally that’s 
what the boys give them. A 
referee can control 
tempo of the game but I 
can’t agree that he controls 
the result of the game.” 
Yes, we love to hate them, 
but we should mingle a great 
deal of respect with our 
other feelings. They take the 
abuse for very little gain. 
they're as dedicated to 


helping the kids as anyone 


else and, for the most part, 
the greatest honour they 
might receive will be to be 
chosen for an international

Live better electrically? 


In’ the coming fourteen 
weeks, the public of Ontario 
will be the target of a series 
of advertisements aimed. at 
getting bs to heat our homes 
with electricity: “Live Better 
Electrically". The ads. are 
part of a $160,000 campaign 
sponsored by an organiza- 
tion called EEMAC - the 
Electrical and Electronic 
Manufactures Association of 
Canada, the trade associa- 
tion of some 250 Canadian 
manufacturers who produce 
every thing from light bulbs 
to nuclear reactors. They 
want us to live better 
electrically to improve their 
business. 

The basic principal be- 
hind this campaign is 
EEMAC’s contention that, 
in the next three or four 
years the price of oil and

the price of electricity. Not a 
bad principal, on the 
surface at least.

He is a witty, 
articulate speaker who kept 
an audience of about a 
thousand teachers spell- 
bound for_an hour as he 
talked of | strategies in 
teaching reading in the- 
school system. Everything 
you've read so far is simply 
paraphrasing that speech.

profession. 

The field in which Mr. 
Brennan is involved is called 
psycholinguistics, a word the 
office's Webster's Dictionary 
defines as “the study of 
psychological factors in- 
volved in the perception and 
response to linguist pheno- 
mena.” In slightly more lay 
terms that translates as the 
study of how psychology 
relates to language. 

Ir's a field that has 
literally broken open in the 
last ten years, with more and 
better research being done 
and more being learned 
about how we learn and 
relate to language. Here are 
a couple of concrete exam- 
ples of the kind of things 


psycholinguistics study. 


Both are among those Mr. 
Brennan referred to in his 
talk on Friday: 

1) All kids learn language 
the same way throughout 
the world, and their lang- 
uage becomes more sophisti- 
cated as they physically 
mature. For instance, @ 
child who has learned to 


crawl has some language. 


skills, a toddler more, and a 
child who has learned to run 
has a fairly sophisticated 
grasp of language. » 

2) Or: at three months, 
all babies babble the same. 
The most sophisticated ling- 


* gist in the world can’t tell a 
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their own language; in that 
period of time they have 
learned to eliminate sounds 
that get them no reaction. 


What Mr. Brennan was 
concerned with in his talk on 
Friday, though, was apply- 
ing his knowledge of psycho- 
linguistics to children learn- 
ing to read and, in fact, to 
reading in general. And his 
message was, basically, if we 
can look and discover how 
children and people natural- 
ly learn language - which is 


_ what psycholinguistics does - 


and apply that to how we 
teach language, we will have 
more children learning fast- 
er and better in our school 
systems. 

One of the things that 
psycholinguistics has disco- 
vered about reading is that it 
isn't as systematic a process 
as was once thought. As 
recently as ten years ago it 
was assumed that the 
normal way to read was to 
begin at the right hand and 
go across the page reading 
every word. This, apparent- 
ly is not as effective as the 
natural approach to read- 
ing, what Mr. Brennan 
characterised as “sampling/ 
predicting, confirming/cor- 


we are “taught” to read. 
“Most adults read slower 
than they have to because of 
ingrained habits. They were 
taught that to read and 
understand, there must be 
no skipping. An average 
adult reads about $00 to 400 
words per minute; in fact 
they will comprehend more 
if they read about 500 to 600 
words per minute. And it 
would, effectively, cut their 
reading time in half. 

Mr. Brennan makes it 
clear that he is not talking 
about speed reading, but 
rather ordinary reading 
where we are trying to 
gather information from the 
article or piece we = are 
reading. 

But the most interesting 
thing about the “sampling/ 
predicting, correcting/con- 
firming” approach is that it 
virtually feverses attitudes 
towards what are good and 
bad reading habits. For 
instance, a mispronuncia- 
tion or misidentification of a 
word by a beginner reader 
can now be looked on as a 
“miscue”, a false prediction. 
just as with the child saying, 
“Moke, dada” and getting 
milk when he wanted apple 
juice. It becomes a part of 
the process. “What we used 
to see as strengths, we now 
sec as weaknesses”, Mr. 


learned without pressure, 
that reading and writing, 
like speaking and listening 
are things kids will naturally 
want to learn to be able to 
communicate effectively, 
and that there is a natural 
way of doing this that 
educators have to tune in to, 
rather than a set way of 
doing it that children have 
to fit into. 

Mr. Brennan says, “cate- 
gorically and without ques- 
tion” that such an approach 
will produce children with 
better language skills - and 
after all, the weakness of the 
student's language skills is 
one of the foremost criticims 
of the school system at this 
time (and for the past eighty 
years).. But how many 
teachers are embracing this 
approach? 

Mr. Brennan admits to 
some frustration on that 
question. “A lot of this stuff 
has been around for at least 
ten years and yet there's not 
a lot of evidence of these 
insights being applied, not 
as much as I'd like to see”. 
More optimistically, he says. 
“IT think that it is growing. 
that more and more people 
are embracing it, and that it 
will eventually have very 
wide acceptance. If one 
teacher here takes one idea 
that I put forward and takes

But poor installation 
of the flue pipes and/or the 
chimney is also often at 
fault 

Ken Denyes, a distributor 
of wood-burning stoves in 
Marmora, said that, if 
people hired an expert to 
come into their home and 
make sure the house can 
safely have a stove installed 
they would save themselves a 
lot of trouble in the future. 

He said it is a matter of 
getting the right type. of 
stove, the right pipes and the 
right chimney installed to do 
a proper job. 

After talking to the 
firemen and Mr. Denyes, 
and sifting through some of 
the literature on the subject 
we've come up with a list of 
tips on what to do and not to 
do with your wood-burning 
stove. 


Installation 


When you install or have 
a wood-burning stove in- 
stalled you should check to 
make sure that all of the 
building code regulations 
are met.

Code states that a steve oF 
free standing fireplace must 
be kept at least three feet 
(90 centimeters) away from 
unprotected walls or parti- 
tion unless the stove's label 
indicates that you can place 
it closer to the walls. 

A wood stove may be 
installed as close as 18 inches 
(45 centimeters) to a wall if 
a metal or a metal and 
asbestos shield is used and 
there i3 Mt least one inch (2.5 
centimeters) of clearance 
between the wall and shield. 

Flammable items, furni- 
ture and wood storage bins 
should be kept at least three 
fect (90 centimeters) away 
from a wood-burning unit. 

Flue pipes should be at 
least 18 inches (45 centi- 
meters) from the ceiling and 
all other combustible 
materials. The reason for 
this is the temperature of a 
stove pipe directly above a 
stove is 1,800 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

On a flat roofed house, a 
chimney should be three feet 
(90 centimeters) above the 
roof and on a ‘loped roof 
house, the chirsney should 
be two feet (60 centimeters) 
higher thap any part, of the 
roof within 10 feet (three 
meters) horizontally of the 
chimney. Flue pipes should 


be encircled by a heat- 


dispersing thimble at least 
18 inches (45 centimeters, in 


diameter if they have to pass - 


through any combustible 


walls. 


Safe burning 

After you mect all of these 
regulations and your wood- 
burning stove is installed, 
what can you do to decrease 
your chances of having your 
chimney become a torch? 

When you light your fire, 
never use gasoline, kerosene 
or charcoal lighter © fluid

likely to explode in the 
fireplace or up the chimney. 

You should never use your 
stove or fireplace to burn 
trash because some con- 
tainers may explode when 
heated. 

Common sense should tell 
you that you never leave a 
fire unattended or over-fuel 
your stove. If a stove 
becomes too hot, it will 
crack. 

Ashes from the fire place 
should be disposed of in a 
closed metal container out- 
side of your house. Even 
though ashes may seem cold 
and harmless, there may still 
be enough heat in them to 
start a fire.

There was a 10th 
anniversary celebration in 
Norwood last Sunday night 
at which a charter member 
won a 10-year membership 
medallion for perfect perfor- 
mance in the rules of the 
club, but the meeting was 
unheralded by publicity and 
the person honoured was 
not feted outside the organi- 
zation except by close 
friends and relatives. The 
occasion marked the 10th 
year since its founding of 
the Norwood Alcoholics 
Anonymous group, just one 
link in a chain of growing 
AA organizations in the 
area and around the world 
in a movement which got its 
start in the UsS. in 1935. 


“We are not a secret 
organization,’ said Pat, 
spokesman for the Kawar- 
tha District AA which 
stretches from Millbrook on 
the west to Madoc on the 
east. ‘‘Those of us who 
stay ° sober for even a year 
count it an achievement. I, 
myself, have been a non- 
drinking alcoholic for 35 
years. But this rule of 
anonymity has always ap- 
plied and along with the 
other rules of AA have been 

tried and found to work. We 
do not permit publication of 
names as this would lead to 
glory seeking. Everybody 
likes their names in print for 


something good they do. 
but we have to sacrifice that 


glory.”” 
And A.A.’s literature 
gives three reasons for 


media anonymity: 

1. “We have learned from 
our own experience that the 
active alcoholic will shun 
any source of help which 
might reveal his identity. 
9. Past events indicate that 
those alcoholics who seek 
public recognition as A.A. 
members may drink again. 


§ Public attention and 
publicity for individual 
members of A.A. would 


invite self-serving competi- 
tion and conflict over 
differing personal views.

disease the Red Cross and 
OHIP would not pay for the 
bills, which they do.

As 
well as AA there are, of 
course, treatment centres 
for those who require 
medical and psychiatric 
help - Pinewood Treatment 
Centre, Oshawa, and Rena- 
cent House in Toronto are 
two of these. But from 
experience I know AA can 
help. Before 1 joined, the 
longest I could say sober 
using my own willpower, 
and I have a strong 
willpower, 1 stopped smok- 
ing without difficulty - the 
longest I stayed sober was 
four or five weeks. That was 
a fighting type of sobriety. 
Now I have a contented 


sobriety." 

And what makes the 
difference? 

“The difference is the 


grace of God as the alcoholic 
understands Him. AA is not 
a religious group, though. 
But it is a spiritual one.” 

The AA\movement has 
always stressed their pre- 
mise that no alcohol should 
ever be drunk by an 
alcoholic. Once an alcoholic, 
always an alcoholic who 
stays sober through the 
organization's 12-step pro- 
gram and by striving not to 
take that first drink one day 
at a time. 

“There are some real 
tragedies with those 
think they can go back to 
drinking after staying sober 


for some time. We lost one, 


chap who had been sober 
for 17 years who tried to 
return to social drinking. 
One month later he had 
committed suicide.”

The reasons why one 
person can drink without 
becoming addicted while 
another is hooked immedi- 
ately or after some years, 
are as many as the 
individual. Psychologists 
see no underlying personali- 
ty trait common to all, and 
they have varying theories. 
Georgio Lolli, in his book 
Social Drinking (Collier) 
says, ‘‘it is impossible to 
predict with certainty the 
future drinking behavior of 
any given individual,’ and 
he refers to the “love 
affair'’ of the  inebriate 
with alcohol. ‘‘The uses of 
alcohol acquire for him an 
intimacy which bears the 
connotations of a love affair 
whose interruption he will 
fight stubbornly and relent- 
lessly...Problem drinkers 
differ from each other as 


widely as any man or 
woman differs from all 
others...yet the intimate 


character...is a feature 
shared by most drinkers. 
(It) appears early in persons 
whose drinking excesses are 
open to serious criticisms... 
(such as) women, clergy- 
educators...Much 
pleasure is experienced at 
this intimate stage...The 
drinker's doom lies in the 
search for this... 
The recollection of its 
intensity makes the indivi- 
dual preoccupied with 
thoughts about alcohol even 
when sober. Usually he 


_does not share with others 


his secret longings...The 
pleasurable experiences 
which mark the _ ultimate 
slavery of the drinker to 
alcohol are never clearly 
described in either scientific 
or lay literature. The funda: 
mental pleasure...stems 
from the physiological ac- 
tion of alcohol on body 
organs and systems and 
from the psychological re- 
percussions of such actions 


..the whole gamut of 
emotions, coupled in pairs 
of opposites find fulfillment 
- This...gratification can be 
experienced even by indivi- 
duals far removed from 
alcohol difficulties... Those 
who cling to these complex 
pleasures, who try to 
recapture them and make 
their gratification one of the 
fundamental goals of life 
are in serious difficulty.” 
Psychiatrists, Mildred 
Newman and Bernard Ber- 
kowitz, in their bestseller, 
‘*How to be Your Own Best 
Friend’’, cite other reasons. 
They say a lot of people ‘go 
through life looking over 


stheir shoulder at something 


they once had, or thought 
they had, or wanted. They 
waste years trying to 
recapture the bliss they had 
too litte of as infants 
instead of capturing the joy 
they could have as adults. 
They want to go back for 
happiness. But it doesn't 
work, You have to go ahead. 
It's much harder...But our 
choice is between grief and 
a full life. To take the first 
steps toward that life may 
be painful and you may 
have to endure sharp pangs 
of loneliness and loss. But 
you were lonely anyhow..." 

Their recommendation 
for shaking any bad habit. 
“When you decide to take 
are of yourself, to take 
charge of yourself, there is 
still a big job ahead. It takes 


could go either way. If you 
pay attention, you can take 
that moment and consider 
what you really want to do 
in your own best interests. 
You have the power to stop 
yourself. This is a good 
thing to know.”’ 

However, they do not say 
if alcohol addiction is a habit 
to be cured in this way. 

Then there is the theory 
of U.S. Dr. Roger Williams 
who says no one who follows 
good nutritional practices 
ever becomes an alcoholic. 
By using rats for testing and 
showing that diets deficient 
in essential nutrients ¢en- 
courage alcoholic consump- 
tion in animals, he has 
proved that she wrong diet 
can create an alcoholic. His 
research was repeated at 
Loma University in Califor- 
nia, and Swedish physicians 
have found that a dose of 
vitamins before drinking 
alcoholic beverages causes 
the drinker to feel less 
drunk. Dr. Leonard Gold- 
berg, a California research- 
er, recommends large injec- 
tions of Vitamin B complex 
to aid the alcoholic towards 
recovery. 

But all these ideas mean 
nothing to an AA member. 
He's found a way to stay 
sober and he is not 
interested in trying any- 
thing else. *‘

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NFU launches plant breeders’ legislation attack 


The National Farmer's 
Union is about to launch a 
new lobbying campaign 
against the federal govern- 
ment’s proposed plant 
breeders’ rights legislation. 
The campiagn will be 
geiting underway in the next 
few weeks, according to 
Marie Bright, of R.R. 2, 
Campbellford, the Ontario 
Co-ordinator of the N.F.U. 
“It will be aimed at both the 
politicians and the public. 
We feel it is important that 
consumers as well as farmers 
learn about the meaning of 
the legislation proposed by 
Mr. Whelan (Eugene 
Whelan, Minister if Agricul- 
ture)", said Mrs. Bright. 

The plant breeder's rights 
legislation would give deve- 
lopers of plants control of 
the seeds they produce for 18 
years and entitle them to 
royalties. Mrs. Bright said 
that N.F.U. doesn’t dispute 
the right of individuals and 
companies to make a profit, 
but she argues that the 
legislation will give the 
multinationals total control 
of food production. This she 
said would leave the farmer 
and the consumer at the 
mercy of 
integrated companies which 
control seeds, fertilizers pes- 
ticides and food distribu- 
tion. ‘‘Concentration of 
such power,”’ she said, 
‘will only lead to our 


exploitation." 
The federal government 


and the supporters of 
breeders’ rights legislation 
argue that the Federal 
Anti-Combines _ legislation 
will protect us from the 
multi-nation corporations. 
Mrs. Bright doesn’t agree, 
“If anybody thinks that we 
have anti-combines legisla- 
tion to protect us from that, 
let them ask themselves if it 
has ever protected us be- 
fore”. 

She cited a 1968 court 
action brought against a 
group of fertilizer companies 
in Saskatchewan by the 
National Farmers , Union. 
“We won the case, but the 
only thing that resulted was 
a fine, and nothing was done 
to stop them from doing it 


vertically- , 


& 


again.” 

Mrs. Bright is also con- 
cerned about the impact of 
giving control of the base 
stocks or genetic banks to 


the multinationals. “They 
could produce crops depen- 
dent on the fertilizers and 
pesticides they produce,” she 
argues “For example, they 
could develop a grain that is 
susceptible to a particular 
blight so that the only way to 
grow it would mean buying 
a chemical they also pro- 
duce. This gives them 
tremendous power.” 

The lobbying campaign 
will include meetings with a 
number of federal cabinet 
minsters and M.P.'s_ in 
Ottawa next month and a 
series of local information 
meetings or debates. “We 


debates in this area, one in 
the Belleville-Picton area 
and the other in the 
Lindsay-Peterborough area, 
sometime in February. We 


hope that farmers and 
consumers will come out and 
familiarize themselves with 
both sides of this very 
important issue” said Mrs. 
Bright. 

Also on the N.F.U. 
agenda, for its meetings with 
members of the cabinet and 
M.P.s, are high interest 
rates, marketing of fruits 
and vegetables and its 
suggestions for a national 
beef and hog marketing 
commission. 

“We'd like to see mar- 
keting boards changed to 
commissions appointed by 
government that include

ONE FOOT IN THE FURROW 


From time to time, this 
column has lambasted the 
major food chains in this 
province for having too 
much clout. 

Less than half a dozen 
chains control the greater 
share of the food dollar and 
there is little an individual 
farmer can do about it. 

For example, Canadian 
growers had a bumper crop 
of apples last year, 18

agriculture department. 
Many growers did this, even 
when they did not have to, 
just to get their best produce 


marked up Canadian Mc- 
Intosh’ apples 100 percent. 
For instance, one chain sold 
McIntosh apples for $1.28 
for a thgee-pound bag. 

The farmer who grew 
those apples received less 
than 65 cents. 

The chain refused to 
lower its retail price to help 
out the h: Cana- 
dian grower. But - and this 
is the clincher - that same 

chain was offering 
imported Granny i 


warmth eventually made 
them deteriorate in quality. 

Mind you, | Canadian 
farmers can be criticized for 
lack of foresight and conser- 
vatism. Apple growers spent 
jess than $1 million all across 
Canada in promotion and 
advertising. Florida citrus 
growers spent $49 million in 
Canada. 

But the figures are 
enough to make the point: 
chain food stores have 
tremendous clout. 

More evidence? . Okay. 
Roy Misk of Canada Packers 
Led., Canada’s largest food 
processing company, made a 
deal with the largest food 
chain in Canada, Dominion 
Stores Ltd. That supermar- 
ket chain got exclusive rights 
to market a new line of 
frozen chicken products in 
return for a promise to 
promote those new products 
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public to lessen the impact 
of having producers solely 
involved.” 

The present. push for 
plant breeders’ legislation is 


not the first. It came up in 
the 30's, 50's and 60's before 
being brought up again in 
1978. In each instance, the 
Canadian government has 
rejected passing legislation. 
The present push is part of a 
world wide campaign by 
plant breeders to secure: 
legislation all over the 
world. So far the American, 
British, Swedish and West 
Germany, among other 
western nations, have passed 
legislation. The push also 
extends to Eastern Block 
countries such as the 
U.S.S.R., Romariia and 
Hungray, all of which have 
passed plant breeders’ law 


Food processors and food 
growers don't just jump 
when a supermarket shouts. 
They say: how high? 

. That's how much control 
the chains have in this 
country. They can give the 
nod to certain people who 
have no other choice but to 
give them exclusive control 
over the sale of a product. 

Statistics for last year are 
not’ complete but in 1979 
chain stores controlled more 
than 60 percent of every 
retail food dollar spent in 
Canada. That percentage 
cannot go any place else but

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CONSUMER BEAT 
Smoke detectors 


The 1979 figures from the 
Office of the Fire Marshal are 
impressive: 96, R88 fires in 
Ontario caused 215 deaths, 
1.493 injunes and a lose of 
aimost $200 million! 

Smoke alarm« — 
known as smoke detectors or 
emoke sensors — in the night 
places might have reduced all 
these figures significantly. 

Few fire-salety products 
have ever received as much 
publicity and pres altention 
as smoke detectors. Thou- 
sands of consumers in Ontano 
have responded by installing 
them in houses and apart- 
ments, and with good reason: 
they are relatively cheap. eas 
to install, and provide an 
effective early warming system 
thal saves lives and property. 

Part of this effectiveness 
lies in the fact that most fire 
fatalities occur at night when 
the occupants are asleep. 
Where «smoke alarms have 
been installed and properly 
maintained they were found 
to be 99 per cent reliable and 
effective in arousing occt- 
pants within minutes. In fact. 
the Ontario Building Code 
requires the installation of 
emoke detectors in all new 
homes begun after January 1. 
1976, and in all units in new 
apartment buildings begun 

. alter December 31. 1979. 

However, a small number 
of fatlures do occur, usually 
because the units were not 
properly installed or main: 
tained. Its a matter of common 

sense — once a smoke alarm 
leaves the dealer's shelf, the

Smoke detectors are not to 
be confused with heat detec- 
tors. The latter are usually 
installed in commercial and 
industrial buildings, but for 
the home they are not ade- 
quate substitutes for smoke 
alarms as carly warning 
systems. 

“There are three types of 
«moke alarms available for 
home use — ionization, photo- 
electric. and a combination of 
the two — with prices ranging 
from $15 to $40. 

lonization devices contain 
a very small amount of radio- 
active material that ‘jonizes: 
the air inside the chamber, 
creating a weak electrical 


current. When smoke particles 


or other products of combus- 
tion enter the chamber, they 
impede the flow of current 
which then sets off an alarm. 
The radiation given off by 
ionization units is less than 
that from a luminous wnst- 
watch or color television. 

Photoelectric smoke alarms 
consist of a light source and a 
light-sensitive photocell posi- 
tioned inside achamber. When 
«smoke enters, Ht scatters the 
light beam and again sets off 
an alarm. 

When activated, both types 
of «moke alarm emit a sound 
loud enough to wake people 
in nearby rooms. In more 
sophisticated smoke detection 
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systems, a number of inter- 
connected units will all sound 
when any one detects smoke. 
And in battery-operated units, 
another signal is set off when 
battery strength is low. This is 
usually both an audible and 
vieual signal.-either a warning 
light or a flag that pops out. 

Because they operate on 
different principles, ionization 
and photoelectric smoke 
alarms also react differently 
to various fire situations. Toni- 
zation devices are generally 
effective in detecting fast- 
burning fires before smoke is 
visible, while tests have shown 
photoelectric devices to be 
somewhat faster in responding 
to smokey or smouldenng fires. 

To ensure greater protection 
and reliability in any fire, a 
third type has become popular 
in the past few months: a 
photo-ion com bination smoke 
alarm which combines both 
the photoelectric and the ioni- 
zation smoke detection 
methods. At last report two 
companies, Wells Farge and 
Guardion, were marketing 
this product.

into the house wiring. Battery 
units are the easiest to install 
since their placement is not 
affected by the location of 
electrical outlets or house 
wiring. They are usually sup- 
plied with a battery that lasts 
about one year. — 

Plug-in units have the dis- 
advantage of a fixed-length 
cord that limits their place- 
ment. They are also easily 
unplugged unless special pre- 
cautions are taken and will 
not operate if a fuse blows. 
On the other hand. they elim- 
inate the inconvenience of 
battery replacement. 

House-wired systems over- 
come these disadvantages 
through direct wiring to the 
electrical system. As well, a 
number of units may be inter- 
connected. However, a blown 
fuse will also render these 
systems inoperative. 

Power failures because of 
the outbreak of fire are un- 
likely. However, if you live in 
a mural area prone to power 
failures, you might want to 
consider the advantages of 
battery-operated devices. 


Installation and 
maintenance 


Most people preferto install 
battery-operated and plug-in 
units themselves, following the 
manufacturer's instructions. 
House-wired systems, though. 
should always be installed by 
a qualified electrician. 

In general. smoke alarms 
are most effective when in- 
stalled on or near a ceiling. 
Where only one unit is used. 
most experts recommend that 
it be placed near the bedroom 
or between bedrooms and liv- 
ing quarters.

Smoke alarms do not re- 
ire elaborate maintenance, 
but they should be checked 
and cleaned regularly. Dust

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Garbage is a valuable 
energy source which 
can be harvested 


It may look like old fa- 
shioned garbage to most peo- 
ple, but the mountains of 
municipal waste produced in 
Ontario every day represent 
an increasingly valuable ener- 
gy stockpile. And harvesting 
that energy promises to not 
only make a valuable contri- 
bution to the province's 
energy future, but reduce 
municipal landfill needs and 
improve the environment. 

Consider the potential. 

The average Ontario resi- 
dent produces two to three 
pounds of municipal solid 
waste every day. Ontario's 
municipalities annually gather 
more than five million tons of 
refuse from households. In- 
dustries, offices and apart- 
ment buildings add another 
one to two million tons. Most 
of it is currently buried as 
landfill or burned with no 
recovery of the energy. 

Each tonne (or metric ton) 
of garbage contains the energy 
equivalent of just more thana 
barrel of oil. A simple calcu- 
lation shows ‘that the annual 
energy in Ontario's household 
solid wastes alone could heat 
more than a quarter of a mil- 
lion houses if that waste could 
be recovered. 

Equally important, the har- 
vesting of energy from garbage 
would free a barrel of oil 
equivalent for other purposes: 
for industry, for example, 
where it can be used to help 
insure the continued economic 
growth of the province. 

In addition to the valuable 
energy which could be recov- 
ered there are other benefits), 
including reduced landfill * 
requirements — land whichis 
expensive, in short supply 
and which when used as @

garbage dump often results in 
unattractive environmental 
side effects. 

To help develop the neces- 
sary technology, the Ontario 
Ministry of Energy is current- 
ly evaluating the potential at 
14 different locations in the 
province. If all of these proj- 
ects proceed, they would 
involve using up to 2.2-million 
tonnes of garbage annually — 
40 per cent of the province's 
municipal garbage — enough 
to produce the equivalent of 
nearly 2.5 million barrels of 
oil 

The amount of garbage these 
rojects would burn range 
from as little as 45 tonnes of 
arbage each day up to more 
than 2,000 tonnes daily. 

In each case, garbage would 
be sorted and burned to pro- 
duce either steam for heating, 
or steam to produce electric- 
ity, or both. 

The steam would be used 
by industry or, where numbers 
of houses and other buildings 
can be heated from a single 
source, in a district heating 
system. Electricity could be 
sold to industry or fed into the 
provincial grid. In all cases, 
the energy would produce 
revenues to offset the costs of 
operations. 

In additidn to energy from 
municipal waste, other.forms 
of waste are being transformed 
into energy — waste from 
sawmills, for example. 

In the effort to secure our 
energy future, the Province is 
working to produce more than 
a third of its total energy 
requirement from indigenous 
resources by 1995. Energy 
from waste will be a significant 
part of the total.

The Nutrition Canada Sur- 
vey in 1973 found that 
around half of Canadian 
adults are overweight, which 
means that they take in 
more energy or calories in 
the form of food than they 
expend in the form of 
exercise or activity. 

In order to correct this 
inbalance, the overweight 
person can do one of three 
things: 


1. Increase caloric expendi- 
ture by increasing activity. 


to 


_ Decrease caloric intake 
by eating less of every- 
thing. 

3. Eat less AND increase 

activity. 

“But energy imbalance can 
go the other way too. Those 
who are underweight also 
have a problem. Their solu- 
tion is to eat’more, making 
sure, of course, that they 
are the foods recommended 
by Canada’s Food Guide 
which provide the basic 
nutrients your body needs 
daily. 


The Guide, which can be 
obtained from your local 
public health department, 
should be followed by every- 
one, regardless of their 
weight. It is a simple plan 
developed by Health and

per day. The groups include 
milk and milk products, 
meat and. meat alternates; 
fruits and vegetables; and 
breads and cereals.

There are many ways to

Dietitians consider personal 
factors often ignored by 
commercial weight control 
programs: your busy lunch- 
time schedule, your allergy 
to milk, your high blood 
pressure, and so on. If your 
eating patterns point to the 
lack of a necessary nutrient, 
such as iron or folic acid, 
they will make suggestions 
to remedy the inadequacy. 
They will help you develop 
a plan to help you gain, lose 
or maintain your weight 
that is tailored to your 
individual food preferences 
and lifestyle. 

To locate a dietitian in 
your area, telephone your 
provincial Dietetic Associa- 
tion, or consult your family 
physician oF the yellow 
pages. An initial visit will

The unfortunate starling 
must have provided a 
sizable meal for its captor, 
for the kestrel had great 
difficulty getting airborne 
with its prey. Because it 
occasionally takes small 
birds for food in cold 
weather, the American kes- 
trel is commonly known as 
the ‘Sparrow Hawk’’, but 
the name is misleading. In 
warmer seasons, it feeds 
almost solely on large 
insects such as grasshop- 
pers, crickets, caterpillars 
and dragonflies, and some 
writers have suggested that 
it could more appropriately 
be called the ‘““Grasshopper 
Hawk". : 

The kestrel is Canada’s 
most common bird of prey, 
breeding in every province. 
It can easily be identified by 
its field marks - only slightly 
larger than a robin with a 
rusty-coloured back and 
heavily barred tail, and 
distinctive black mustache 
markings on the face. You 
can also identify a kestrel by 
its quirks, like the habit of 
flicking its tail frequently 
while sitting ‘“‘hunched up 
and frowning’ on a tele- 
phone wire or trectop. 
When searching the fields 
for insects or mice, the 
kestrel has a characteristic 
“hover pattern’ searching 
intently over one spot

In nesting season, @ 
kestrel family can be found 
in a hollow tree or nest box 
appropriated from an obli- 
ging woodpecker.

Conserve 


Can you conserve energy 
just by the way you dress? 
According to clothing spe- 
cialists with the Ontario 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food, clothing plays a very 
important role in the conser- 
vation of body energy. You 
must dress warmer to stay 
warm in cooler tempera- 
tures and dress cooler to 
stay cool in warmertemper- 
atures. : 

Here are some tips on 
clothing selection and dres- 
sing to stay warm: 

1. When considering the 


best type of clothing for 
energy conservation it’s 
to understand 


important 
that clothing itself does not 
create heat, 


air. 
2. Fabrics made of 
textured, as opposed to 


smooth, yarns have many 
air spaces between their 
fibres to help trap air for 
insulation. Also, loosely 
twisted yarns allow more 
space between fibres than 
tightly twisted yarns. 

_ 3. Wear layers of light- 
weight garments rather 
than one heavy garment. 
More insulating layers of air 
are trapped between the 
fabrics. Layering also 
makes it possible to remove 
garments as needed to 
prevent overheating. 

4. Avoid tight-fitting gar- 
ments that eliminate insula- 
ting layers of air and inhibit 
blood circulation. Look for 
garments with closures at 
the neck and wrists to 
prevent warm air from 
escaping. ;
